of the bill, one of wliiclt declared Uwt no pcrsoa 
should be deprived of his right to vote because

Hercwiih I send you a synopsis of the prccred- 
igs of the Warren County Teaehcis' Instltulu, 
.,-hicli convened at Tidioutc on the 2d inst,, and 
adjourned on tbe evening of the 4th. The In- 
stitute w.is a complete success, and considering 
Ihc general stagnation of educational interests 
which has prevailed in oil communities for Ihc 
pasl six or seven years tue Institute may be con- 
sidered :i remarkable one, and we trust It may 
prove to be the common cnicnt of a new era in 
educational matters lor tbat part of the county 


hlch has been so long suflering from "oil on tlio 
rain." 
County Superintendents have for seven years 


avoided holding Instil utes in oil towns, because 
the inhabitants were so deeply interested and ab- 
sorbed in money-making that they appeared to 
have but little sympathy for education, and man- 
rested »o little Interest hi school matters. We 
were greatly disappointed therefore nt the hos- 
pitable reception of tbc members of the Institute 
at Tidloute. Tlic warmest hospitality was ex- 
tended to them on the part of the citizens and I 
think the hotel-keepers furnished a rare example 
of liberality and public spirit, liotels are quite 
numerous in Tidioutc, and I believe, without ex- 
ception, they each entertained, free of charge, 
fiom four to twelve members ot tho Institute 
during the entire session. The good effect* of 
the Institute were seen before its close. 
In other 


words tlio tree of our labors bore fruit which, as 
it were, ripened in our hands. 


On the third day of the session the people had 


become so much awakened to the importance of 
education that a petition was drawn up und cir- 
culated to obtain funds for erecting a building 
of sufficient dimensions to accommodate A union 
graded school, ftnd before no lell wo w«rc In- 
formed that the project would succeed without 
doubt.
